REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: applicant's 
argument that Cabaret '894 fails to teach or suggest a vacuum having a housing 
provided with a cable compartment for automatically inserting a section of the electrical 
cable during pivoting of the dust compartment cover from an open position to a closed 
position which closes the dust compartment. Figure 2 shows the cover 13 in a closed 
position and the cable 57/58 being relatively straight from contact 56 to socket 19. 
When the cover 13 is pivoted around point 14 to an open position the cables 57/58 
would bend toward the pivot point 14. The cables 57/58 are not inserted into the u- 
shaped compartment or below the u-shaped compartment due to movement of the 
cover 13.
